3800 
nurses in its army corps of the medi- 
cal department, is daily making in- 
creased demands for more nurses. 
Within the next year this number 


must be increase..! to 37,500, based on 
an army of 1,500,000 men. 
Where 


one nurse has been enrolled in 1917, 
nine more must be secured in 1918. 


Through tho nursing committee of 


the State Council of Defense an ef- 
fort will be made to enlist, first the 
160 young women needed for Imme- 
diate training In hospitals and later 
the young women who will be needed 
to fill tho places of trained 
nurses 


who havo already responded to tho 
nation's call, and of scores of others 
who must respond within the next 
year. 


Tho young women who respond to 
this call will be asked to enter the 
hospital training schools for a three- 
year course, and at the end of that 
period, if graduated, will ctualify as 
registered nurses under the laws of 
the state. The object of the nursing 
committee of the State Council of 
Defense in recruiting these 
young 


women is to make sure that the hos- 
pital training schools are 
filled 
to 
capacity during the war. 


Young women who desire to enlist 
in this work can obtain information 
from the County Council of Defense 
in their county or the Women's Com-

of JfiOOO on the property and an out- 
standing indebtedness of about $600, 
no money to pay it, a.nd an 
order 
i'rom tho Industrial Commission to 
close tho buiklins1 to the public until 
Improvements 
amounting: to 
over 
$2000 are niado. The majority of tho 
stockholders voted to advertise and 
aoll tho property and this program 
will ho cnrrtod out, unless our friend 
Uio "Investor" can show the directors 
a way .to raise the necessary money 
to make tho Improvements and pay 
for tho upkeep of the building-.

The plan In brief Is this: 
The state of 'Wisconsin pays tlio 
sum of live hundred dollars annually 
for rental of an armory Cor its stato 
guard 
companies. 
The 
Sixteenth 
Separate Company is located in this 
city, Its members enlisted 
Cor tlie 
duration of tho 
-war. 
This 
State 
Guard takes the placo of the former 
National Guard units that are now in 
federal service. 
The local company 
has some seventy odd members, for 
tho most part business and profes- 
sional men of the city, and they hold 
drills weakly and when the weather 
permits, oftcner. 
Why not lease the 
auditorium to the State Guards? 
The building-, of course, would cost 
more than the live hundred allowed 
by the state for rental, but provision 
could be made for the city to pay, 
say, five hundred dollars more, mak- 
ing a thousand dollars in all.

Special emphasis was laid by her on 
the persona) side of the great emanci- 
pator; on his great love for human- 
ity his fooling- for the brotherhooc 
of mankind, his sweet simplicity and 
lack of eg-otism which kept his life 
sane and wholesome amid the stress 
of the great responsibilities of his of- 
fice 
HlH words: "I have no greater 
esteem than to make myself worthy 
of esteem," wore quoted as being: em- 
blematic om his feeling- of persona 
uprightness. Hia. knowledge and great 
love of the Bible and hia deep eense 
ot religolus matters was dwelt upon 
as boing a guiding; principle in his 
thoughts arid actions. "The purposes 
of the Almighty-must prevail," was a 
frequent axiom given by him on all 
occasions. 
A portion of a chapter of biog- 
raphy was read by Mrs. Faust show- 
ing- the early life of Lincoln when 
as a young; man he lived among his 
neighbors fn Illinois and went among 
them up and down the state. In con- 
clusion sho drew a parallel between 
the conditions prevailing rn the home 
life of Lincoln as a child and those 
now seen amid the hills and moun- 
tains of the couthern states. These 
highland people, as they are called, 
are- those which are assisted by the 
home missionary movement at pres- 
ent.

IN STATE IS BEGUN 


Teachers of Rock County Schools 


Will Begin Compllng Information 


of Seed and Labor Needs af 


Farmers. 


As a means of aiding tiie farmers in 
every possible way during the com- 
ing Bpring and summer, under the au- 
spices of the- state council of defense, 
O D Antlsdel, county superintendent 
of schools, is mailing out letters to 
school teachers throughout the county 
relative to obtaining information ae 
to the labor and seed needs. Blanks 
are being sent along with the letters 
on which the teacher in each district 
will be asked to summarize the needs 
of her district. 
When all this information has been 
gathered together the blanks are to 
be forwarded to the county superin- 
tendent, who in turn will send them 
to J. B. Borden, assistant state super- 
intendent 
The nee£s of farmers in 
the entire state will then .be 
cata- 
logued and the distribution of labor 
and seeds can then be, accomplished 
in a -way in which the farmers will 
benefit. 
„ „ 
Bach teacher upon receipt of the 
'blanks will have her scholara obtain 
from their parents the amount -of the 
various kinds of seed they have on 
haiid and the amount which they will 
need for spring planting. In regard 
to labor they will also obtain informa- 
tion as to the number of farm hands 
employed, tho number needed for part 
at the summer, and the number need- 
ed for the entire summer. When all 
this information has been gathered 
together the teacher will summarize 
it on the .blank which has been mailed 
to her. 
The plan through' and through Js 
entirely to help the farmers so that 
when they are asked for this informa- 
tion they should give it freely in or- 
der that the work can be completed 
at the earliest possible date.

HOW MUCH TIME D OES IT TAKE? 


Is managing a house with two or 
more servants to do actual 
-work, 
enough of a job to take practically 
all a woman's time? 


The question came upon tie tapis 
the other day. 
I said I did not think it should be, 
and was thoroughly snubbed by a 
woman whothought otherwise. 


But I waa like all women con- 
vinced against their will. 
I think the woman who has a large 
house, several children and only one 
servant and who keeps that house 
neat aid attractive and attends to 
her children's mental and spiritual 
wants as well as their physical, has 
good reason to claim that she has 
about all she can handle. 
I Call Such A Woman a Genius 
As for the woman without any maid 
and with several children, who keeps 
things anyways decent,— really tries 
to 'bring up her children, — she is what 
I call a genius. I know few men who 
have any job as exacting as hers. 
But It does not seem to me that 
the management of a household with 
two or more servants to do the bulk 
of the work, should absorb 
all a 
woman's time. 
Sure, I realize that 
the planning and managing and buy- 
Ing Is a responsibility. Also I know 
that there are 
innumerable things 
that a wife and mother has to attend 
to that cannot be concluded in a ser- 
vant's routine. 
Of Course There Arc Many Things 
The House Mother Must Do 
For instance, putting away the fall 
, 
clothes, cleaning out closets, taking 


the children to the dentist, etc., etc. 
But It does seem to me that if this 
were all properly systemlzed and 
routed It need not take all a healthy 
woman's time or energy. 
If it does, how can the women who 
have one maid or none at all, con- 
trive to do all they do? 
The woman who convinced 
me 
against my will claimed that a cer- 
tain woman who runs a household In 
which several servants are employed, 
is running a business, 'and works as 
hard as her husband, a manufacturer. 


Running A Hcuse Is Not Like 
Running A Business 
That argument 
( I have heard it 
before) always exasperates me. Take 
a business man running a manufac- 
turing business; he has to manufac- 
ture an article that will meet com- 
petition, at as low a cost us possi- 
ble, and then he has to sell it. Grant 
that running a large household is 
equivalent to running a factory, does 
the woman have to meet competition, 
does she hare to sell her article— 
home comfort? No, her market is 
guaranteed, and the law safeguards 
her against any competition. 
Also 
she seldom has to manufacture her 
product with the least 
expenditure 


possible.

I wish women would write me what 
thev think about this matter—espe- 
cially those who do run a home on 
this basis. I wish they would tell me 
how much time it takes them and 
what they think about it.
